Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


As time goes by and the tomato canning season grows 
older, and, therefore, nearer to its end, reports of poor results 
from the crop yields and a shortage in the pack become more 
frequent and to all appearances more trustworthy. Weather 
conditions last week prevented the growers of the Peninsula 
from gathering the crop, and thé short hours caused the can- 
ners and the whole days upon which no canning could be done, 
were blamed on the weather. This past week the weather has 
been ideal, as far as harvesting the tomato crop is concerned, 
and yet the amount of tomatoes brought to the canning factories 
of the Peninsula has been smaller than the week of the rain— 
last week. Possibly not a cannery in that whole section— 
where two-thirds of all canned tomatoes are put up in a normal 
year—has had a full day’s run during the week, and few of 
them have had any full days during the whole season, now 
nearly a month old. Not one of them has had a full week’s 
work this year. 

This is not bullish market gossip; it is a plain statement of 
the facts, with which we are thoroughly familiar. 

Most packers looked forward to the present week as likely 
to be the glut week of the season; but instead of a glut the best 
nearly every one of them could do was a few hours’ work in the 
mornings, with the plants shut down in the afternoons. Or 
maybe a few hours’ work in the afternoons, with nothing to 
do in the mornings. In one section the combined total, of 
whose acreage is given as about 1,400 acres, about 1,300 bask- 
ets of tomatoes were received on one day. A trip through the 
section of the Peninsula, where canning is heaviest, on Monday 
of this week failed to find any one cannery running. None had 
enough tomatoes to start up. Delaware and New Jersey are 
counted in this same condition, with Maryland, of course, 
included. 

The season started from two to three weeks earlier this 
year than last, but it is the common opinion among all these 
canners that the rush of the season is over with, and that

there will be few more cases added to the pack as it now stands. 
A canvass of opinions in the section referred to, and a view of 
the warehouses to confirm it, shows that the canners do not 
expect more than 60% of an average pack at the most, and 
generally count upon a 50% pack. 


On top of this come reports from Indiana and Illinois that | 


a severe drought prevails there, and the crop is known to be 
late. Both of these States have been reckoned on for a short 
pack this season, and at best they cannot make up the shortage 
of the rest of the country from present indications. 


Yet, in spite of these conditions, known well to the jobbers, 
demand shows no indications of life. No amount of assurance 
of a short tomato crop is sufficient to cause a flurry in the 
demand. On the contrary, the jobbers’ organs are trying to 
ascribe the quiet and easy condition of the market to the efforts 
on the part of tomato canners to secure orders; to the canners’ 
desire to obtain ready money and the consequent frequent offer- 
ings of good standard tomatoes at as low as 72%c., though 
they admit the market is 77%c. f. o. b. factory. Gallon toma- 
toes are about as dead as they could be in demand and No 2 are 
classed the same way. Gallons are quoted in Baltimore at $2.00 
up to $2.25; New York quotes them at $2.15 to $2.25. No. 2 
standards are quoted in Baltimore at 55c. to 57%4c. and in New 
at 57%4c. to 60c. No. 3 standards are quoted here at 75c. to 
77¥%c. and in New York at 77%c. to 82%c., and New Jersey 
standard No. 3 at 85c. to 9§c. 

The year 1908 will go down as a record-breaker in the way 
of surprises, as far as all canners’ crops are concerned. Almost 
without exception every pack failed to come up to expectations; 
and sections that expected short crops before the season opened 
got good ones, and vice versa. Corn seems to be playing this 
prank just now. No one expected much of a crop, and while it 
. is far from what it might be, some canners have gotten more 
than they expected. Western Maryland has started on its 
pack, but there are no indications there that it will be larger 
than was first anticipated; the Peninsula again furnished this 
surprise. 

Demand has continued of the same quiet nature as hereto- 
fore, but the feeling is better on this article than on tomatoes. 
Standard Evergreen is quoted here at 65c., and shoepeg at 
67%c., with Maine style at about the same figures. In New 
York corn is quoted for State pack all the way from 65c to 85c., 
as to style and quality; Maine corn is quoted at $1.00 to $1.10; 
Maryland corn, Maine style, at 62%4c. to 65c., and Western at 
joc. to 72%4c. It will take a late frost in the Western corn belt 
to let the canners come out anywhere near even on their corn 
pack, and the present dry weather is anything but beneficial. 

Peaches have furnished the greatest variation in their pack 
from early expectations of all the articles, and the market is 
beginning to show the results of the knowledge that the pack 
will not be large. Nearly the entire line shows prices advanced 
this week. No. 1 extras, sliced for cream, are marked up to 
goc., an advance of 5c. No. 3 seconds, both white and yellow, 
have scored a 5c. advance and are now quoted at goc. to g5c., 
and g5c. to $1.00, respectively, and No. 3 peeled pie have fol- 
lowed suit, being quoted at goc., and unpeeled pies at 75c. 

Sweet potatoes have been on the toboggan as regards prices, 
due largely to the near approach of new goods. Futures are 
now being offered at 75c., for No. 3, and spots are held at goc. 
to $1.10, according to how the holder regards them. The crop 
seems to be in a rather spotted condition, but growers generally 
expect a good one. Packers will have to handle this article 
carefully, or they may make a mistake in it. It looks like there 
would be a good-sized pack this year; and those going into it on 
account of high prices, might consult the apple packers of last 
' fall as to the wisdom of such procedure. 

Canners’ metals show nothing worthy of special notice. 
Canners are giving their orders of cans, even if they have to 


carry some over empty. These prices, together with other 
market prices, may be found on their regular page. 


New Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NeEw York, Sept. 2.—July and August, the dull months of 
the year, are passed. As has been detailed from week to week 
canned goods have gone very slow during these two months, 
Perhaps it would be well to qualify a bit and say that they 
have seemed to move very slow. Perhaps buying for future 
delivery has been light, but it is a reasonably safe belief that 
consumption has been substantially what it always has been for 
the season. It would be hard to make it otherwise. With 
September, vacations closed and the great busy world of New 
York is back at work. It will be found that this change will 
exert a powerful influence upon the market. Sales will be made 
for local consumption in a good deal larger volume and trade 
will improve perceptibly in other directious. It may not affect 
prices materially, but there will be increased activity and condi- 
tions will be better than they have been through the past two 
months. 

Tomatoes.—The market has fluctuated during the week, 
running easier one day and firmer the next. Sales have been 
made at 75c. for full standard 3s, yet most holders are asking 
77%4c., which may be considered the market. Sales of five cars 
were made one day at 75c., the distribution being among a 
number of local jobbers. In one instance a little business was 
offered at 72%4c. f. o. b. factory, but it is understood that the 
goods would not stand inspection. Some packers in need of 
money are exerting more or less pressure to sell. No. 2s are 
quiet and sales are made in a small way only. Gallons are 
quiet and sales are made in small lots for immediate delivery. 
Some New Jersey 3s are offered at 8734. f. 0. b. factory in 
regular sized tins. New Jersey gallons are steady, but a little 
quiet. 

Corn.—Future Southern Maine style is a shade easier, with 
offerings more freely made at 62%c. f. 0. b. factory. It is be- 
lieved that a bid of 60c. would be accepted in one or two quart- 
ers. Maine corn offers a little more freely from Portland at goc. 
f. o. b. there. Western standards can be bought at 7oc, deliv- 
ered. Only a moderate interest is noted and sales in a majority 
of instances are light. 

Peas.—The market is steady, but trading is light. 
is chiefly for immediate delivery. 
ture distribution. 
of care. 

Beans.—Strings are a bit firmer for No. 1 State pack, with 
No. 2s and 3s a shade easier in the range quoted. Buyers are 
not especially interested and sellers would, in numerous in- 
stances, be glad to dispose of their stocks. 

Asparagus.—The market is dull and prices are largely 
nominal. Not much business has been done in asparagus for 
some weeks. The market presents a very dead appearance. 


Buying

Salmon.—The market for salmon is not materially changed. 
Business is done at about previous range of values in nearly all 
varieties, though conditions are evidently shaping themselves 
for an advance on some grades. Buyers are now taking stock 
only as they require it. Purchasing for future distribution is 
light. A good many are awaiting deliveries bought on con- 
tract at the opening prices made on red Alaska talls. But little 
new busness is done in red Alaska. The quotations are steady 
up to $1.40, though $1.37%4 will buy in some instances, Con- 
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cessions are easily obtainable upon little known packs and 
brands. Pinks and chums move moderately only at quotations 
named on new pack two weeks ago. New pack pinks can be 
bought for 67%c. f. o.,b. Coast. Chinook is unchanged, with 
full figures quoted On Such lots as are obtainable here. Sockeye 
is firm, but sales are light. 

Sardines.—Domestic goods are firm, with shipments from 
Maine rather light. The run of fish is reported as irregular 
and very light on the average. The total pack is considerably 
behind last year at the same date. Foreign sardines are scarce 
and prices are held firmly at quotations. 

Apples.—Some fancy State gallons have sold at $2.00 to 
$2.25, but the quantity thus offered is light. Southern gallons 
are easy and offered freely in some quarters. 

Pears.—A little business has developed in State pears, and 
the tone is steady at $2.00 to $2.50 for Bartletts. 

Apricots.—Some business has been done, but in the main 
it is light, buyers not caring to invest heavily at quotations. 

Peaches.—Packers’ ideas are firmer from the Coast, and it 
is dificult to obtain concessions from opening prices on extras 
and extra standards in lemon clings. 

Pineapples.—Only a moderate interest is reported and the 
tone is a shade easy. 

Blueberries.—The market is firm at $4.00 to $4.50 for 
Southern gallons. Maine gallons are not quoted. Hupson. 


Higher Prices for Corn. 


The Buffalo, (N. Y.) Courier says: 

‘‘The canners of Western New York have felt for some time 
that the prospects for higher prices on canned corn are improv- 
ing, and there is a general belief that there will be a raise of 
nearly 25 per cent. within a year. 

‘‘A few statistics will reveal the foundation for their convic- 
tion. The production of corn has been steadily declining since 
1905, With slump after slump in the yearly pack reports. In 1905 
the figures show 13,939,683 cases as packed, in 1906 the output 
was 8,739,908, and in 1907 only 6,675,908. 

‘This, as will appear, readily produces an average of 
9,785,166 cases in the last three years. When we reflect that 
the total amount of this production has passed out of the pack- 
ers’ hands and that the jobbers are being hard pressed to fill 
orders while awaiting the new pack, we realize that the annual 
consumption has been about nine and a half million cases. 

‘The coming pack is assumed by all experts to be only 50 
per cent. of the average, and consequently onehalf of the annual 
packs of 19g06-7-8, which were almost wholly consumed. The 
demand will force the prices sky high. 

‘The laws of economics are unchangeable. The law of 
supply and demand is surely unchangeable. It has been called 
the great regulator. If the supply is one-half the demand, the 
result is inevitable. The influence of these laws has never before 
been felt as it will be felt during the ensuing year.’’ 

All of the above may be and apparently is true, and if the 
demand forces the price up, all well and good, but don’t boost 
the price up without the demand It is only natural to want to 
make all the money we can, and we think the best way for the 
canner to do this is to create a larger demand for canned goods. 
And the best way to create the demand is to give a good article 
at a fair price; when the public begins to eat canned goods it 
continues to do, but if the price is too high to tempt a trial, the 
imitations will be few. Secure the profit you are entitled to and 
hustle for more business. 


The Limit Inc”eased. 


The maximum line of fire insurance subject to one fire 
which is now carried by the Canners Exchange has been increased 
from $15,000 to $25,000. This action was taken at a meeting 


of the Advisory Committee held in their offices, No. 5 Wabash 
Avenue, Chicago, IIl., on Wednesday, August 25, and is very 
clear proof of the progress which the Canners Exchange has 
been making. 

Mr. Warner reported at this meeting that up to the present 
time more than 80% of the earned premiums had been saved to 
the subscribers and were subject to dividend. If this record is 
kept up until the end of the year, it will mean that the sub- 
scribers at the Canners Exchange have had very cheap insurance 
and the strength of their policy cannot be questioned. 

All of the members of the Advisory Committee were greatly 
pleased at the progress which had been made and the steadily 
increasing number of subscribers and cash assets. The Advis- 
ory Committee consists of: Mr. Frank Van Camp, chairman, 
Indianapolis, Ind.; Mr. Charles S. Crary treasurer, Hoopeston. 
Ill.; Mr. Wm. R. Roach, Hart, Mich.; Mr. L. J. Risser, Onarga, 
Ill., all of whom were present at the meeting, as was also Mr, 
Lansing B. Warner, attorney and manager. 

It is perhaps not as generally understood as it should be 
that the Advisory Committee are giving very close attention to 
its affairs, as they feel that its success means much to the can- 
ning industry as a whole. Their services are given without 
remuneration, but they are taking a great deal of pride in the 
success of the plan, which is the outcome of the efforts of the 
Executive Committee of the National Canners Association. 

They look for much more rapid progress from now on and 
believe it is only a question of a short time before the Canners 
Exchange reaches very large proportions.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE ”’ 


CHICAGO, ILL., September 2, 1908. 


Trade Condition.—There is a decidedly noticeable increased activ- 
ity in the market and canned goods are beginning to move out rapidly. 
The past week has probably been the most active experienced in the canned 
goods line for a year past, and the retail trade is beginning to look around 
anxiously for supplies. 

Weather Invigorating.—The cold weather continues and seems 
to have an enervating effect on trade. Peoples appetites seem to have 
suddenly become ravenous, and as straw hats are retired, canned goods 
seem to be coming into fashion. 

Salmon Pack Good.— 4 larger pack of Alaska salmon has been 
made than was anticipated and the market is quiet, though firm, and in a 
well-maintained position. Prices on Red Alaska are being shaded some, 
but not by the packers, as the shading seems to be done by the brokers 
dividing their commissions with purchasers. 

Scramble for Cheap Peas.—The large buyers are out after good 
cheap peas, and quite a lot of seconds 4s, Alaskas and seconds §s sweets 
were sold the past week on a basis of from 65c. to 7oc., f. o. b. Chicago. 
Most of the lots were cleaned-up lots from Michigan and Wisconsin can- 
ners. Retailers are looking for these cheap peas and are buying them 
freely. The market from present indications will soon be cleaned up and 
all the good trades in second hands. 

Factory Burned.—The Russelville Packing Company, of Russel- 
ville, Ohio, this week notified parties in Chicago to whom they had sold 
futures that their factory had been entirely destroyed by fire. This cannery 
packs fine tomatoes and it is supposed that they will be unable to fill con- 
tracts. We learn that their pack had been largely sold in Chicago. 
Particulars not given. 

Future Deliveries Light.—The sale of future canned goods is 
about concluded and most houses have withdrawn their prices and are 
working altogether on spot goods. From opinions and facts secured by 
investigators, the sale so far of future canned goods for 1908 pack in Chicago 
has been about 50 per cent. of that of last year, and that is better than 
many anticipated. 
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Corn Strong.—Canned corn is being strongly held and is firm all 
down the line in the West at a parity of about 62 %c. to 65c. f. o. b. canneries. 
Now and then a seller of 1907 pack will bob up with a 6oc. price, but he 
don’t last long in the market, and is soon chased into the high vegetation 
or lofty timber by hungry buyers. 

Indiana Tomatoes.—he tomato packers of Indiana certainly 
belong to the stiff-necked generation. Their price is undeviating at 82%c. 
to 85c. cannery, and there are none to say them nay. 

Michigan Peaches—A‘re coming into this market very freely in 
baskets and are of good quality. The packers seem however to be afraid 
to buy and pack Michigan peaches except on orders, as they say that their 
growers are asking higher prices for fruit than they, the packers, are able 
to pay for it at the present prices of provisions. 

News Scarce.—There is good news this week—that of active 
market conditions, but there is not much news. The old adage that no 
news is good news applies to this case. 

Cherry Pickers.—The population of Chicago has in the past five 
years acquired or developed a taste for cherry pies, and enormous quanti- 
ties of red sour pitted cherries in No. tocans are consumed here. The 
cherry pie will be found upon nearly every hotel or restaurant menu. 
Cherries were scarce this year and several baker supply houses are now 
engaged in picking up the loose or small lots in second hands. Some 
sales of 50 and 100-case lots of No. 10 size were sold in Chicago today at 
$8.50 to $8.75 per dozen. ‘““WRANGLER.’’ 


Parcels Post. 


The following order has been promulgated by the Postoffice 
Department in relation to the parcel-post convention between 
the United States and France, which became effective August 15: 


Parcel-post packages for destination in France will be admitted on 
and after August 15, 1908, to the mails for France made up in and dis- 
patched from this country. 

‘* Parcels’? exchanged between the United States and France must not 


. weigh more than 4 pounds 6 ounces, nor measure more than 3 feet 6 inches 


in length and 6 feet in length and girth combined. 
Parcels must be paid in full at te following rates, viz: Inthe United 


States, on parcels for France, 12 cents for each pound or fraction of a 
pound: in France, on parcels for the United States, 2 francs for every 
parcel not exceeding 2 kilograms (4.409 pounds. ) 

A delivery charge of 5 cents in the United States, or 25 centimes in 
France, may be collected of the addressee of each parcel. 

Parcels for or from France cannot be registered. 

The parcel-post regulations, as modiffed by the Postmaster-General’, 
order, dated May 9, 1908, apply to parcels for France. 

Two copies of the customs declaration must be attached to each parc 
for France, as is required in the case of parcels for Salvador. Parcel-post 
mails for France will be made up at the postoffice of New York.

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The New York 7imes says: ‘‘ According to Presiding Justice Wyatt, 
of the Court of Special Sessions, future offenders against the law in rela- 
tion to using sulphuric acid to preserve fruits will receive prison sentences 
upon conviction instead of fines, as heretofore.

follow. The first vessel of the season, the British ship Celtic 
Monarch, left for Liverpool last week and others are now load- 
ing. The ships are all sailing vessels, and as it will be a long 
time before they reach their destination, there is a probability 
that there will be more overland shipments made if the demand 
warrants such action. The domestic demand for California 
canned fruits is not very heavy and packers seem disposed, 
wherever financial conditions warrant it, to make no attempt to 
cater to this trade, which seems inclined to expect extra dis- 
counts on many lines. 

The weather in the fruit-growing sections of the State is 
now about ideal for good ripening and the varieties that were 
not injured by the recent hot spell are coming along nicely. 
The prices of the better grades of cling peaches have been 
raised slightly, now that the crop is being harvested, but 
there have been no sales reported at a greater figure than $27.50, 
except on contracts covering a term of years. It might be 
remarked that very few of the large firms have been signing 
time contracts during the past few years. It was necessary for 
them to do so at one time in order to get people to plant more 
clings, but now that the acreage is about all that is desired, 
they refuse to enter into any such agreements. The prices 


during the past two years were considerably higher, however, 
than those named in their original contracts. 


The Lodi Fruits Products Company has just completed its 
plant at Lodi at a cost of $37.000 and will soon place its brands 
of jellies, jams and marmalades on the market. 

The Sunlit Fruit Company, in West Berkeley, has been 
operating this season on high-grade fruits only and made an 
excellent pack of cherries and strawberries. No attempt is 
made to place these in the East, but most of the product finds a 


local sale, and at the present time Ben Lummis, of the firm, is in 
Nevada and the mountain mining towns disposing of the surplus. 

Tomatoes are just commencing to ripen in quantities in 
excess of the local demand and the canneries in the Haywards 
district expect to commence operations on this article this week. 
The crop promises to be short and prices are being well main- 
tained. 

It is quite likely that more string beans will have to be 
brought from the East this season than in a long time, as the 
pack in the Blue Lakes district has been very disappointing.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of

New York. 

Tomatoes are still the subject of the crop prophet’s predictions, but no 
man knoweth positively the extent of the crop shortage. The buyers still 
hold off in the market, but they find little encouragement in the attitude 
of holders, the majority of the latter insisting upon 77%c. for No. 3 stand- 
ard tomatoes of Maryland pack--these being f. 0. b. in the county. The 
tone of the market is strong. Peas are quiet; the deliveries now making 
on early contracts are generally short, and in some cases the quality is 
giving rise to dissatisfaction. Corn is not active; market firm. Canned 
peaches are more eagerly inquired for at Baltimore, but this market is quiet. 
California fruits are held with former firmness, except on under grades. 
No. 10 apples are steady at an advance. Berries are dull. Canned salmon 
is still selling fairly to arrive, the red Alaska brands fetching steady prices. 
Pinks and chums are easy at a decline of 2%c. to 5c. Medium red is sell- 
ing rather at $1.00 f.0. b.

Tomatoes are dull, both spot and future, although packing has pro- 
ceeded to such a point that all goods are now practically spot. Future 
goods are still quoted on a basis of 77c. factory, though occasionally one 
hears of an offer at 75c. Spot old goods are more easily obtainable at 75c. 
factory than futures. Corn is neglected and dull, all grades being un- 
changed, but steady. Peas are likewise dull. Fine peas are scarce. All 
grades remain unchanged. Peaches have proven disappointing, so far as 
the size of the crop and pack is concerned. Prices remain unchanged, 
however, and show no indication of change. Apples are quoted at $2.10 
for new pack New York State gallons. Old goods might be gotten a little 
under that, but not more than 1o cents under. California canned goods 
are dull and unchanged, prices still being on an unsettled basis. The 
small line of Baltimore canned goods is unchanged and dull.—Gvocery 
World. 

Chicago. 

Canning of corn and tomatoes is under full headway now ‘aud much 
will necessarily depend on what happens during the next couple of weeks. 
Tomatoes are expected to be packed in less quantity than last year and 
corn certainly will be. The acreage of both corn and tomatoes is said by 
the experts to be below last seaon’s and in some parts of the country the 
crop condition is promising of anything but a large pack. Prices on toma- 
toes and corn are firm and there is more interest shown. The trade is 
inquiring more for new corn, but packers are making no special effort to 
secnre additional business. Packers are delivering peas on contract, 
deliveries varying with different canners on this and that grade, shortages 
on some running up to 40 or 50%, it is said. Canned peaches are in de- 
mand at firm prices. Outside of California the peach pack wiil be disap- 
pointing, it appears, as to size. California canned fruits are without new 
feature. Apples have recovered somewhat from their recent weakness. A 
large business in new pack Alaska salmon has been done at the opening 
quotations, especially on the red grade. Latest report from Maine sardine 
canners says the pack of domestic fish continues very disappointing, hence 
the market holds firm. French sardines also are firm. Cove oysters are 
in demand at former prices.—Grocers’ Criterion. 

St. Louis. 

Business seems to be pretty good in small orders with the jobbers this 
week, just about what has been going on for the past several weeks among 


the wholesalers. Both city and country buyers appear to he purchasing 
just what is needed for immediate use and not taking on very much con- 
tracts for what will be needed in the future. Collections oppear to be 
about on the same lines, with the countrymen still leading the city dealers 
in the line of paying bills promptly. Mighty little doing in canned 
goods these days. Grocers who bought futures very liberally a few years 
ago are doing business only for immediate needs these days. The small 
difference between the cost of spot and future canned goods is probably 
largely reponsible for the apathy of the city and country retailers, 
as concerns taking on future obligations. Very few tomatoes are going out 
just now, the average retailer in both the city and country having no trouble 
in getting enough fresh stock to supply the immediate demand. Jobbers 
say that brokers are offering some concessions in future tomatoes, but 
there appears to be no scramble to take up the offerings at the present 
time. New peas are coming in and are being delivered to those who have 
bought futures. The quality generally is nothing to brag about. Some 
packers who have heretofore put up only a standard grade are making offers 
of seconds at lower prices than the first quality, which seems to indicate 
that the pea pack this year was not any too good. Corn is dull, with uotk- 
ing doing in futures, and the new crop about two months away. String 
beans are drilling into the St. Louis market with some thunder, and at 
present prices they look like a good purchase for canned goods leaders, 
Just now it is possible to get a No. 3 can of good string beans at a price 
which will enable the retailer to sell at a dime and still make money. 
Canned California fruits are being dabbled with by brokers and retailers. 
The general situation indicates that there will be more than an average 
pack of home canned goods of all fruit lines, and it is not likely that there 
will be a greater demand than can be filled.—7he /uterstalte Grocer. 
Manitoba, Can. 

The canned goods situation presents many interesting features which 
are engaging the attention of the trade at the present time. Competition 
is keen in corn, tomatoes and peas, and, as mentioned in this column before, 
a special line is being put on the market by the Canadian canners to meet 
competitors in these vegetables. 

Montreal, Can. 

Canned fruits are very quiet, there being hardly any demand at all. 
Vegetables are receiving only slight attention. The pack of sockeye and 
and Cohoes is already exhausted, but orders are being booked for pink 
fish. Other lines of fish are qniet. Meats are very much neglected, and 
altogether the market is not a very interesting one at present.

Business is rather quieter this week and not a great deal of interest is 
manifest. The keen competition among the various canning companies 
continues an interesting feature of the situation, though nothing particu- 
larly new has developed recently.— Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

There is very little of interest taking place in canned goods, the vari- 
ous markets remaining much in the same fosition as last week. Salmon.— 
There has been a good trade passing in Alaska, but prices show a slightly 
easier tendency. British Columbia moves off well at unchanged values, 
The Tincer has brought 12,387 cases to Southamptcn. Lobsters are firm. 
Sardines.—The demand continues fairly good, with steady prices. The 
Lusitania has brought 1,320 boxes, the Morbihan has arrived at Newhaven 
with 275 cases and Araguaya at Southampton with 1,319 packages, also 
Eldorado with 455 cases. Fruits.—There is no change to report here. The 
Minnetonka has brought 1,750 cases fruits and 1,200 boxes apricots, the 
Glenavon 5,531 cases pines and the Naumer 6,340 cases. 


Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The country demand during the week has been exceedingly 
good, with a continued inquiry for half-pound flats. The supply of Alaska 
talls on spot being somewhat limited has hardened prices. Lobsters.— 
Although these are in fair supply, there is little demand even at the lower 
limits offering. Sardines continue quiet. Fruits.—The new season’s apri- 
cots, ex-overland arrivals, are moving off at recent limits, and as each 
shipment comes forward it is being distributed to the buyers, who have 
been eagerly waiting for the goods. There is, therefore, a much improved 
consumptive demand for this class of fruit. There is also a good inquiry 
for pears and peaches. Pineappples.—Supplies of several of the most sale- 
able sizes are getting into very small compass, prices for which show an 
advance on last week’s quotations. The demand from the country is 
reported as being very satisfactory, and quite a number of market trans- 
actions have taken place. Prices are firm. Forward business in the 
absence of offers from Singapore is quiet. The Ben Lomond has arrived, 
having on board 15,970 cases.—Gvocers’ Gazette.

Corn Growing In Russia. 


Consul John H. Grout, of Odessa, gives the following 
account of the. growing of corn in Russia and its exportation: 

Maize is grown for its grain in Caucasia and in South 
Russia up to about 48 or 50 degrees of latitude and also in 
Central Asia. In the vicinity of Odessa, as well as somewhat 
farther north, and occasionally in the Baltic provinces, it is cul- 
tivated as a fodder plant. The green plant here in the south is 
credited with having deleterious effects upon animals fed with 
it. In some parts of Southern Russia, like Bessarabia in the 
West and Caucasia in the East, maize is grown not only for con- 
sumption, but for exportation, finding its way into the world’s 


markets from Bessarabia by way of Galatz and Odessa, and 
from the Caucusus by way of Novorosik and Poti. 


The annual maize crops vary considerably as to quantity 
and quality. Exports of maize from this district vary from 
about 30,000 to over 100,000 tons, about 1,500,000 acres being 
under cultivation in European Russia. In Bessarabia as much 
as 25% of the arable land is used for the cultivation of maize as 
an article of food. They boil the not fully matured ears, which 
they salt and eat hot. The people also mix maize flour with 
other flour for making bread and a kind of stout porridge called 
‘* mamalyga,’’ which forms the staple food of these Moldavians. 
The inhabitants of Southern Russia also like to eat the seed off 
the half-ripe boiled ears, but most of them have a dislike for 
maize porridge or bread with an admixture of maize flour, 
which they consider as indigestible and injurious. The grain 
of maize is used to fatten hogs and poultry. Various kinds of 
maize are cultivated; nearly all kinds of American varieties are 
known here. A yellow and somewhat nondescript variety of 
roundish kernel predominates, and is known as Roumanian 
maize. In good years, when the ears are large and well filled, 
the seed is laterally compressed, not much different from the

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rounded off outward. Little or no maize appears to be used in 
Russia industrially. 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS. 


All sections of Russia where maize is grown, with the 
exception of a narrow belt of Caucasia, where it fringes upon 
the Black Sea, have a strictly continental climate. The winters 
are apt to be very cold and the short summers extremely hot 
and dry. The annual rainfall ranges from 10 to 18 inches. 
The difficulty in agriculture here is not so much in the absence 
of moisture, but in the fact that the rainfall does not occur 
when it is most needed. Asa consequence, that plant is most 
valuable which possesses the greatest vitality to tide over a long 
period of drought. The maize grown here possesses this char- 
acteristic, possibly evolved by long-continued natural selection. 
It often occurs that just the year when all other cereals give 
poor crops, maize turns out well. This is always the case when, 
after a long drought in the early part of the season, abundant 
rains fall too late for wheat, barley or rye, although still in time 
to save the maize. Such was the case in 1907. . 


The soil in most parts of Southern Russia is extremely well 
adapted to all kinds of agriculture. It is undulating ground of 
fine-grained alluvial earth free from stones. The cultivators 
rely upon the natural fertility of the soil, aiding the same only 
in rare cases with stable manure. Artificial fertilizers are rarely 
employed outside of sugar-beet plantations. 

Maize planting is done quite as often by hand as by drilling. 
Cultivation is effected by hand labor or by plowing between 
plants, and often, owing to the weed-grown condition of the 
fields, by both. Ina similar manner harvesting is done on the 
smaller farms by manual labor, while upon large estates machin- 
ery isemployed. The probability is that, as the valauble quali- 
ties of maize become known and understood by the Russian

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


We were taken to task recently—with the best intention 
and spirit in the world—for some of our utterances regarding 
the necessity of improving the quality and pack of some articles. 


We say candidly we like this. We wish we had more of it. 
We want to see the day when every packer will feel within him- 
self the duty to defend the fair name and reputation of canned 
goods, and come out boldly as their champion, if anyone 
should so far forget himself as to attack their fair name. 


When all canners are filled with that knowledge that their 
goods are above reproach from any cause, then we will see the 
consumption of canned products go forward with such strides 
and bounds as not even the most sanguine now ever dare to 
dream. 


No one will ever accuse THE TRADE, justly, of ‘‘knocking”’ 
canned goods. Its whole mission during a third of a century 
has been to ‘‘boost’’ the industry, to help it on to greater 
achievements, and it is as young today and as vigorous as it was 
when that mission was first chosen as its object in life. 


.THE TRADE will not hesitate to correct evils as it sees them, 
and to endeavor to point the way to better paths, no matter how 
bitter the dose may seem. Its readers may expect this, as they 
have seen it in the past, but they can always understand that 
what is criticized or sought to arrest is done for the good of the 
industry. - 


Thus, for some time we have begged for an improvement in 
general sanitary conditions, in appearance of the operations and 
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of the factories and surroundings, and we mean just what we 
say. The goods are above reproach, per se, and we want to see 
the factories and the appearance of the operations improved. 


We have frequently mentioned the objection of workers in 
the factories going out and talking as if they would not eat 
canned goods. The objections of these workers are really not 
to the goods themselves; but to the conditions under which the 
goods are put up, and for which the workers themselves are 
directly to blame. 

Here is a condition the packers have to take hold of; they 
must make such complaints impossible by correcting the condi- 
tions in their own factories. 


If the hands have been used to working in a sloppy, slovenly 
manner, causing a diriy-looking condition in the factory and of 
which they later complain, let the manager of that factory go 
out amongst them and compel them to be tidy and careful in 
their work. Put an end tothe slovenly work. There is no use 
saying this can’t be done; that the class of help is such that 
nothing can be done with it; that the season is so short the hands 
cannot be broken into proper working order, etc. etc. 


Without meaning to draw a parallel, for conditions are not 
at all similar, we cannot help reminding such an ‘‘excuser’’ that 
the meat packers said the same thing until the Jungle Tales 
brought about a condition of public sentiment that plainly 
showed them it was not only possible, but easy of accomplish- 
ment. The light came too late, however, for them, and it cost 
the meat packers millions of dollars to do what could have been 
done with profit. It will pay the vegetable and fruit canners 
the same way to see things before and not after; and no canner 
is exempted from examining his conscience on this right now. 


Above all things, be honest with yourself. Walk out into 
your factory now while you are busy and see where it is possible 
to improve the appearance of the operations. It may be instruct- 
ive to read over the list of ‘‘Pure Food Dont’s;’’ it may give you 
some points and suggest some changes that can be put into 
immediate effect. Note things from the consumer’s point of 
view, and not from the canner’s, and make the appearance meet 
his views, inside and outside the factory. 


We may be wrong, though we don’t think we are, but it 
strikes us the day has come when the canner must give a great: 
amount of attention to appearances. We are well aware that 
heretofore the whole question was to get the cans filled, and 
lately there has been added to this a care that the cans be filled 
with good, pure goods, and nothing else, and that is very 
laudable; but now the third portion of the trio is demandirg 
admission and must be added: that the whole operation be per- 
formed in a clean, nice, appetizing manner—that the appear- 
ance—that is the third person—be strictly attended to. 


‘‘Appearance’’ demands not only the careful preparation of 
the goods, the cleanly filling of them into the cans, and their 
complete exclusion from the contaminating influences of the 
world in general; but that every step of these operations and the 
surroundings of the factory itself be above reproach. Never 
mind the fact that the slop on the flopr does get into the cans— 
it is against appearances, and the public demands that its foods 
be prepared in clean factories. Don’t argue that the refuse 
outside the factory, due to neglect and poor drainage has nothing 
to do with the contents of the cans; it is against appearances, and 
it will send its complaint of nauseating smell to every passerby 
to prejudice him against canned goods. 

Don’t say you are not canning walls and ceilings, and there- 
fore it makes no difference whether they be bare and full of 
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cobwebs, it is against appearances, and the public judge by 
appearances, and the public are the consumers of your products. 


In our mind, the whole question with the industry today, 
largely answering the question of increased consumption, is 
appearance. You have never before been called on to consider 
this phase of the business; but think it over now. Look at your 
factory and see how it answers to the question, inside and out 
in every feature. Never mind your neighboring packer who 


made all this, look at your own, and there may be some surprises 
awaiting you all in appearances. 


Suppose, for example, every man, woman and child now 
talking against canned goods—by error, we will grant you—but 
nevertheless talking—were turned into as active talkers for 
canned goods, do you think the consumption of canned goods 
would be increased? We do not hesitate to say we believe the 
consumption of canned products would be trebled, and even 


quadrupled. We firmly believe this, and all through paying 
attention to appearances. Is it worth while? 


SOME PURE FOOD DON’TS. 

In order to keep the Pure Food Law well in front of all 
canners, so that they will not be caught in ignorance of the law 
and it’s requirements, we give here a few general pointers, as 
it were, covering the most likely occasions of falls. These are 
not all; but some worth remembering. 

Don’t—use rotten or decaying stuff for canning. 

Don’t—use fillers, sacharine or bleaches. 

Don’t—put sugar in peas without saying so on the label. 

Don’t—put sugar in corn without saying so on the label. 


Don’t—use colors, unless they are certified and their use is 
stated on the label. 


THE TRADE. 


Don’t—be alarmed about your label, all the law asks is 
TRUTH. 

Don’t—use a fictitious name on the label. 

Don’t—label goods packed in water ‘‘in syrup’’. 

Don’t—call Kiefer, ‘‘Bartlett’’ pears. 

Don’t—say ‘‘pork and beans’’ if there is no pork in them. 

Don’t—claim a higher degree of syrup than used. 

Don’t—run a jobbers label on your goods unless it reads 
‘‘packed for’’, ‘‘distributed by’’ or ‘‘distributors’’. 

Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 

Don’t—forget an inspector may drop in at any moment to 
see what kind of stuff is being canned, and to ex- 
amine into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 
factory. 

Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 
the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, etc. 

Don't—pile tomato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
bage, before running through the pulper. 

Don’t—be content with having the floors, tables, machin- 
ery, etc., clean after working hours. It is during 
working hours that counts. 

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after work 
—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work. 

Don’t—be afraid of plenty of air and light, and whitewash 
(at least) on walls and ceiling. 

Don’t—fail to have sanitary, clean closets, located away 
from the peeling shed or canning room. 

Don’t—fail to have wash troughs for the workers—and 
towels. 

Don’t—be afraid to make all use them.

The tomato acreage this year is very 
much smaller than usual, something in the neighborhood of 50 
to 75% less, and the present prospects for the yield are only 
fair. Growers are asking $10.00 per ton. Labor is plentiful 
and good, but we expect to pack only about half as much as

THE TRADE: The acreage in this section this season is 
slightly increased over last year, and in cases where farmers 
and growers are attentive and look to the cultivation of the soil 
the yield is increasing, and this is the case generally. An ave- 
rage yield is 250 to 300 bushels to the acre, and growers ask 
this year $7.00 for corn and $8.00 for tomatoes. At present 
writing the prospects are for a fair crop of tomatoes, sweet corn 
about one-third of a crop, peaches 75%, but no apples. We 
have a good supply of labor, but the price is high. We pack

THE TRADE: Having written you before on crop condi- 
tions of the Lower Peninsula, I feel like I have to do so again 
to cover later conditions, and so report tomatoes, in particular, 
as I find them in this section and through the territory I have 
since traveled. 

I wrote you before about Somerset county, Md., and since 
then I have traveled over nearly every part of Wicomico, Dor- 
chester and Talbot counties and much of Caroline, where I now 
am. You should, perhaps, tell your readers, as I notice you 
published my letter, that I am not interested in canned goods to 
the extent of one cent, and, therefore, have no axe to grind in 
making these reports. They are solely for your information, 


knowing how you strive constantly to secure absolute inform- 
ation for the proper guidance of the packers. I can’t help but 
add, your efforts are not always appreciated; in fact, disregarded 
and false prophets listened to, which might be condoned but for 
the fact that many of the offenders simply can’t Jearn by expe- 


Tience. 


But, to the point summed up, I can only repeat what | 
said before: Tomato packers cannot see where it is possible to 
get more than 50% of their usual pack. Many tell me that 
their best growers report that they are making their last picking 
and that the rush is over. Last week was the heaviest week of 
the season with all of them, and no factory in all this vast 
section or great number of factories had a full-time week. 
Yery few of them had many full days, some none at all. One 
packer told me the highest number of baskets taken in on any 
one day this season was 2,200, where some days last year they 
took in 7,000. This was in Caroline, and the vines generally 
look better in this county than in any of the others I have 
driven through. But theu, on the other hand, a packer in Dor- 
chester, who admitted he had doubled his acreage this season, 
said he took in more tomatoes in two days during the past week, 
that is last week, than ever before in his history. But he 
showed he was far behind in number of cases, considering the 
season, compared with other years. He does not expect as 
large a pack as last year on his increased acreage. 

The answer to the whole riddle is found in the condition of 
the plants in the field, knowing that I have taken trouble to 
stop during my drives to examine the vines, and they appear 
bad. They seem to be dying from the ground up, presenting a 
blackened appearance, except at the tops, which are green. 
There are a good many tomatoes of all sizes—all green—on the 
vines; but they seem to be in danger on account of the scarcity 
of foliage on the plants. Hot weather—sunshine—would blister 
and kill them. Still, as I said in my last, as long as there is

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life in the tomato plant it is likely ‘‘to hump itself.’’ There 
may be quite a good yield from those patches yet. But it is 
hard to believe. The packers really believe the rush is over, 
and two-thirds of a normal yield is the most anyone can see; 
and nearly all figure on 50%. 

There is one thing certain, tomato vines never looked as 
bad in this section, covering the territory named, at this time of 
the year, no matter what the future may produce. 

On the other hand, corn canners are getting a better yield 
than they expected, but not as full as it should be. But it is of 
good quality and the season about over down here. And 
peaches were a disappointment, too, though this section had a 
big crop—and no one canned them—that is, in Caroline.

The Apple Crop This Year. 


Reports regarding the expected crop of apples this season 
were fairly good about July rst; August 1st brought news to the 
effect that the crop had been damaged more than was generally 
supposed and prospects were that it would not amount to more 
than 75 of a crop. Now, about one month later, the reports 
are still less encouraging, and those interested are inclined to 
believe the total harvest will not show more than 50% of an 
average yield. 

This would seem to indicate that this season’s crop will be 
about the same as last year, which was a very small one. It 
will be remembered, however, that even those best informed 
were surprised at the close of last season. For it was predicted 
that the crop would be unusually small (much smaller than is 
predicted for this year), and it looked as if it would be so until 
the very last returns began to arrive, but these latter were 


age greatly. If this season’s predictions are as far wrong and 
the crop improves, comparatively, as much this season as it did 
last, it is likely the percentage will reach as high as 80. 

On the 11th instant the Sixth Annual Congress of the 
American Apple Growers met at St. Louis, Mo., with more than 
a hundred growers from Central and Western States attending. 
Papers on spraying were read by several parties, but of chief 
interest to the public was the prediction made freely by officers 
and delegates to the Congress, that apples will this year sell at 
$2.50 to $3.00 per barrel on the trees, and that before the 
season ends they will be selling at $7.00, with $10.00 per barrel 
for choice ones. It was pointed out that the spring frosts had 
injured the apple crop. 

Oregon, Wisconsin, Michigan, Utah, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New York and most of the New England, as well as the Pacific 
Coast States, had reported recently that prospects were for a 
good crop, but we have late information to the effect that New 
York, New Jersey and most of the Middle and Western States 
will have a very low percentage. New York and New Jersey 
are suffering from scale and the fruit is dropping badly. 
Oregon, however, we understand, will have a larger crop than 
last season and Canada, Tennessee and Wisconsin may follow 
its lead. The report of the International Apple Growers Asso- 
ciation is to the effect that the whole crop will be somewhat 
larger than last season and the fruit of better quality.
